You are 41 years old serving your 4th federal sentence of 2 years for 
unlawfully in a dwelling, assault causing bodily harm and fail to 
comply with probation order. The offence was committed in Winnipeq 
when you and your co-accused forced your way into the victim's 
apartment and demanded that he pay his outstanding drug debt of 
$15.00. You punched and kicked the victim about the face and body 
grabbed him by the hair and slammed his head into the wall several' 
times, pulling lumps of hair out of the victim's scalp. You 
threatened to kill him if he did not pay the debt. You were 
uncooperative with police at time of arrest and minimized the role 
you played by putting most of the blame on your co-accused. 

Your lengthy criminal history began in 1976 and includes 62 
convictions for assaults, property related offences, mischief, fraud 
sexual assault, breach of trust, utter threats, unlawfully at large, 
escape, narcotic related offences, attempt robbery, weapons related 
convictions and attempt to obstruct justice. Numerous assault 
convictions include domestic violence and all offences are substance 
abuse related, Your have served approximately 25 provincial periods 
of incarceration. You successfully completed day and full parole in 
1982. You were granted a period of full parole at 

in 1993 but violated your abstain conditions when 
released to the community. Full parole and statutory release were 
revoked. 

Psychological counselling began on May 9, 2001 with Dr. 

Although no report is on file, Dr. verbally indicates that you 

appear eager and appreciative of the opportunity to participate in 

counselling. 

Since your arrival at , you have incurred 5 

institutional charges. 

Your plan for day parole is to reside in a Community 
Residential Facility. You have been accepted at the and 

Halfway homes. You will be expected to participate in 
counselling at the au( j 
participate and complete the Residential Treatment program. 

With the structure and programming recommended, your Case Management 
Team support day parole prior to your statutory release in January 
2002. 

In assessing risk as unduly high for conditional release, the 
following factors are rioted; 

- your criminal orientation and behaviour which includes a clear 
capacity for violence, have been evident for over 20 years and 66% of 
similar inmates will reoffend. 

- your repetitive violations of probation combined with parole and 
statutory release revocations indicate that external conditions do 
little to protect society, 

- you have not completed significant programming to address anger, 
violence or criminal values issues . 

- in February 2001, a psychologist assessed you as requiring domestic 
violence or sex offender programming and the offence cycle program. 
Any release should commence with transfer to minimum security and via 
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Escorted Temporary Absences. None of these expectations have b. 
achieved. 



- your drug use in prison after completing the Offender Substance 
Abuse Pre-release Program places in question any real change 
resulting from the program. The psychologist concluded that 
intoxicant use would greatly inflate your risk. 

- a psychologist has been seeing you since May 2001 and concludes 
that you genuinely want to change and are developing "a practical 
level of insight". No risk assessment has been provided. 

- there is no basis to conclude that significant attitudinal change 
has occurred in the past year and you remain an undue risk for 
criminal behaviour. 



REASONS FOR SPECIAL CONDITION (3) FOR STATUTORY RELEASE: 

Substance abuse is a key factor in your offending and any use will 
unduly increase the risk to reoffend. 

You admitted to the need to complete a substance abuse treatment 
program while verbalizing a concern that you may not follow through 
with such treatment on statutory release. The Board concludes that 
completion of such treatment is crucial for management of risk and a 
special condition is therefore warranted.

You state 
you last used substances some 19 months ago, and that with the 
assistance of a structured release, you could continue in your 
abstinence and quest for a crime-free lifestyle. 

Mr. Lamb, the Board has listened closely to your presentation at your 
hearing as well as thoroughly reviewed your file. We commend you for 
the positive efforts you have made to change, those efforts including 
the working though of a variety of self-help books and your 
attendance at a five day program. However, these simply do not 
outweigh the high risk you pose to the community if released at this 
juncture. Your severe substance abuse, which is at the root of most 
of your offending behaviours, remains unaddressed during this period 
of incarceration, and your motivation is questionable when we look at 
your behaviour within the institution. 

Based on the above, the Board concludes that your risk is not 
manageable in the community under the proposed initiatives and denies 
both your Day and Pull Parole.
